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Alberta farmers will concur vigorous- 
ly with the statement of Premier Ernest 
Manning that the freight rate situation “is 
80 serious that we (the premiers of seven 
provinces) decided that the wisest course 
would be to get together and see the 


federal government again.” 


The freight rate situation is undoubt- 
edly serious to Alberta farmers—so seri- 
ous that the farmer of this province is 
operating under an intolerable handicap. 

Even before the imposition of the re- 
cent 21 per cent increase, the imbalance 
of the freight rate structure caused Alberta 
people to pay a premium on their pur- 
chases from the East or from the Pacific 
Coast and to suffer a loss on the sale of 
their products in the westward market. 

For instance, in spite of the 46 per 
cent mountain differential which applies 
to all freight moving through the moun- 
tains, the necessity for railways to com- 
pete with cheap waterborne freight has 
caused the creation of a special trans- 
continental rate to Vancouver. 

Thus, in a general way, the normal 
ton mile rate from the East to Edmonton 
is almost 240 per cent higher than the rate 
from the East to Vancouver.

From Edmonton to Vancouver, the 
rate on live hogs is 56 cents per hundred- 
weight. To ship processed hogs from Ed- 
monton to Vancouver egsts $1.10 per 
hundredweight. . 

In short, the freight rate structure 
prevents the growth of Alberta industries. 

There are literally hundreds of such 
instances that impose crushing burdens on 
Alberta agriculture. 

It is no wonder that Premier Man- 
ning, like six other Canadian premiers, 
pins no faith in the reconsideration of the 
board of transport commissioners and in- 


sists upon a royal commission to investi-

Compulsory Military Service 


A poll of public opinion in Canada 
has indicated that 62 per cent of Cana- 
dians are in favor of compulsory military 
service. Only 29 per cent are opposed. 
Among veterans the affirmative vote was 
75 per ceut, the directly negative vote only 


20 per cent. 


A surprising feature of the poll was 
that which revealed that 44 per cent of 
the people of Quebec were in favor of such 
training—in spite of a long tradition of 
unrelenting opposition to conscription, 


In expressing a positive opinion on 
this subject, drawn into the limelight by 
the universal training bill in the United 
States, Canadians have been more bold 
and articulate than their representatives 
in parliament, 

It is an issue that will have to be 
faced squarely sooner or later. It is un- 
fortunate that the house of commons was 
not given an opportunity to air all sides of 
it in full dress debate.

The tug-of-war between the 
Bolshevists and the Democracies 
over Berlin has produced a taut- 
ness which can't long continue 
without something snapping. 

The big question, of course, is 
what sort of break it wili be. The 
Conservative London Daily Mail, 
for example, declares that “this 
has been the most critical week- 
end of its kind since September, 
1939.” 

The Mail says if Russia ignores 
the western power demund that 
the Soviet food blockade of Ber- 
lin be ended immediately “the 
situation will «deteriorate to the 
point where an explosion becomes 
almost inevitable.” 

An authoritative source in Lon- 
don said Britain had sent consid- 
erable numbers of new troops to 
western Germany because of the 
tension. 

Meantime William H. Draper, 
United States undersecretary of 
war, says the western powers are 
and must be in unanimous agree- 
ment on a firm stand. 

All that does add up to a grim 
picture. However, while fully ap- 
preciating the dangers, I think 
we are safe in saying that we may 
expect the situation tv be ironed 
out without resort to armed con- 
flict, at least in the near future 

The Bolshevists claim that the 
western allies have no rights in 
Berlin. This claim isn't true, Ir- 
respective of that, the Reds can't

make it stick by torturing 2,400,- 
000 helpless civilians with starva- 
tion, The world won't stard for it, 
Application of economic and dip- 
lomatic sanctions on Kussia by 
the United Nations could be a 
terrible punishment, 

What Russia is aiming at in 
the long run is contro] of all 
Germany jncluding the wealth of 
the great industrial Ruhr.

The Russians want the allies to 
abandon the project of establish- 
ing a German state out of the 
three western zones of occupa- 
tion, That would give the Bol- 
shevists a further opportunity. to 
try to consolidate all four zones 
into one Red Germany, 

It certainly wouldn't be gur- 
the democracies did 
agree to confer with the Russians 
again. But it would be surpris- 
ing if the western powers made 
any concessions which would 
strengthen Moscow's hand in 
Germany.

They Hate The Goo 


Rain made Sadie Thompson famous. The same stuff 
makes jockeys wish they had taken up more prosaic pur 
suits, such as clerking in a store or selling Fuller brushes, 
in their quest for the long since deflated dollar. 

For rain in any quantity means mud on a race track. 
And mud spells deep trouble in the language of the little 
men who go down to the winner‘s circle on a charging 
thoroughbred. , 

Right off Frank McTague ran into grief in Monday's 
second race. He was astride Brocan, Irish-born Paddy 
Hartshorn’s one horse stable. Suddenly a stone, thrown 
up by a horse in front, seared his left eye. 

He steered a course out of one optic the rest of the 
route. 

Several other of the boys suffered a like fate before 
the damp afternoon had gone its way. 

It’s like that when the wet clay begins to fly. A 
jock’s goggles first cloud over. He has to drop them 
down. Then his eyes fill with the goo. His ears plug. He 
can’t see, can’t even hear too well. Frequently he rides 
more by instinct than anything.

The horses take a beating, too. Like the boys they 
don’t care for it either. Some horses aren’t worth a quar- 
ter when the clay begins to take off. 

They don’t want any part of the mucky going. Horses 
that can go in the goo aren't nearly as plentiful as one 
might expect. If they were there wouldn’t be the wild 
scramble frequently indulged in by owners ‘to take out of a 
race’ when it comes up mud overnight. 

“When your eyes are all but filled up with mud you're 
better off to look over a shoulder and see where you've 
been,” one of the riders put it Monday. “It don’t do you 
no good to look straight ahead.” 

He was half laughing, half serious as he spoke. 

Of course there are horses that fare much better on 
an off track than when making the trip over a lightning 
fast strip. They are the superior mudders of the game. 

One widely held belief is that all black horses are 
good mudders. This doesn’t mean that they always win 
under mucky conditions. It does mean though that 
they will probably run closer to form than most of 
the others in the field.

On a dry track he probably would have been dis- 
tanced. But the mud proved more than the old equalizer in | 
this case and he paid off in China, as the saying goes. 

They tell of certain horses that won't even leave their 
Stalls if there’s so much as a cloud in the sky. Needless to 
say these are the more scary of the equine brotherhood. 

To close on a corny note. There's the old saw as 
one horse steams past another when it’s holding 


under-foot and the rider adds insult to injury with: 
“Here’s mud in your eye.”
